Defining multimedia 


Everywhere we went at this year’s Winter Consumer Electronics Show (see 
“Technology Roulette” for a full report), there was a buzz about “multimedia.” 
For the thousands of retailers gathered in Las Vegas, multimedia holds the 
promise of a new industry about to be born, with a range of exciting new 
products for their store shelves —if only they can figure out what multimedia 
is, then how to promote and sell it. They’re not the only ones who are con- 
fused. For most consumers, multimedia remains a puzzlement, a welter of 
incompatible formats and dizzying acronyms in search of compelling applica- 
tions. About all that’s clear is that these products are “media” (and “multi”), 
but it’s still unclear what will attract consumers in large numbers. 

At the CES press conferences announcing their companies’ new entries 
into the fray, executives of Pioneer and 3DO, as is customary, touted their 
products as potential standard bearers that would eliminate consumer confu- 
sion. But still multimedia means different things to different people. Here are 
a few suggestions we think may disperse a bit of the fog: 

First, let’s change the name of the product category and use terms that re- 
flect what products do for their users—not tell them how it was made. 
Multimedia, an adjective borrowed from and still employed by the computer 
industry, is inherently confusing for some folks because it describes a creative 
process, not a consumer use pattern. 

What is commonly called multimedia is simply interactive home video— 
programs that let users influence the action, change the sequence of events 
and otherwise interact with what they’re watching. Philips is halfway there 
with its CD-I moniker and Pioneer's new LaserActive label is also heading in 
the right direction, while Tandy is close with the name Video Information 
System. We’re not endorsing any interactive format here, but we think Video 
Interactive (VI or VIS) would make a clear term the industry could accept for 
this category, making it simple for purchasers to see that the disc they're buy- 
ing is not a linear program like a videotape, but interactive. 

Second, let’s keep working hard to establish standards. Let’s at least get 
products that connect to the same display devices, preferably the television 
set. Ultimately, the marketplace will decide the standard, as it did with VHS, 
but consumers need a relatively limited number of options to choose from, not 
dozens of incompatible formats. 

Third, let’s stop thinking of Video Interactive as “the next VCR” and pro- 
mote the unique benefits interactivity brings to viewers in terms of 
entertainment, learning and, yes, game playing. 

Finally, let’s stop talking about “full-motion video” as though it is some- 
thing exotic and the key to a sales boom. Video Interactive should have 30- 
frames-per-second video as a given. Period. But this alone will not be the se- 
cret of its success. 

There’s a great future for interactive home video, but we all need to learn 
more about the technology and what it can do for us—and now is the time to 
start. These are a few ideas we think might cut through some of the consumer 
confusion about Video Interactive. What do you think?

The new player will provide 74 min- 
utes of video, but thanks to faster rota- 
tion speeds and narrower tracks, will 
provide a data rate four times higher. 
This type of system could produce a la- 
serdisc-quality picture. The company 
may also develop a video version of 
Sony’s MiniDisc. 

Meanwhile, Nimbus, a British re- 
cord company, demonstrated a new 
technology that squeezes a full-length 
film onto a single CD that can be 
played on conventional CD players. 
The new format doubles the density of 
information on a CD by reducing the 
size of the pits and the space between 
tracks, both to a degree that many cur- 
rent CD players could compensate for 
automatically, without adjustment. 
The CD player feeds an MPEG-based 
full-motion video adapter through the 
player's digital output.

WE’VE BEEN HEARING MUCH 
talk about HDTV broadcasts, but lit- 
tle about how we’ll record them. 
Hitachi, Sony and JVC recently broke 
the silence with dramatic demonstra- 
tions of HDTV VCRs. 

Sony and Hitachi showed proto- 
types of digital HDTV VCRs. Hi- 
tachi’s uses a tape similar in _ 
appearance to a VHS cassette. The 
company used the deck to demon- 
strate a new technology for providing 
visible search, a feat previously impos- 
sible for digital decks playing com- 
pressed video. Sony wouldn’t divulge 
the size of its new format because it 
hasn’t been finished, but said the new 
cassette could be smaller than an 8mm 
cassette, perhaps using 6mm or 4mm 
tape. Both decks displayed images re- 
corded in the HDTV system proposed 
by the Advanced Television Research 
Consortium, which includes Thom- 
son, Philips, NBC and Sarnoff Labs.

Drop the door and you find the cas- 
sette hatch, playback and recording 
controls (including audio and video 
dub), recording level and balance con- 
trols, a headphone jack with its own lev- 
el control, the one-key program button, 
up/down channel selectors, one-touch 
record controls, and an S-video/video/ 
stereo audio input. The only thing miss- 
ing is a jog/shuttle control on the front 
panel, which would have made editing

The front also has an RCA jack for 
edit control—it works with synchro 
edit-equipped Mitsubishi camcorders 
and VCRs. The jack allows you to start 
and stop both the U67 and the other de- 
vice simultaneously with the touch of a 
button. This makes editing fast, accu- 
rate and easy. 

The rear jack panel is a little incon- 
venient in that it has no S-video input — 
you have to use the one on the front.

controls, and that’s okay. But a little ex- 
tra effort usually goes a long way toward 
getting good pictures. 

Most remarkable is the manual 
white balance control. Although it’s rel- 
egated to a minuscule, hard-to-find but- 
ton on the left side, it offers a wider 
range of adjustment than any such con- 
trol we’ve recently seen. It offers four 
outdoor color temperatures (6,500, 
5,700, 4,400 and 3,100 Kelvins), plus 
five settings for different grades of fluo- 
rescent lights. The manual guides you in 
applying these settings, but to make best 
use of them, you really need a color 
monitor. With careful use, this control 
should let you achieve nearly perfect 
color. 

It also offers an external microphone 
jack, an earphone jack and variable 
shutter speeds to 1/4,000-second — all 
features rapidly disappearing from point- 
and-shoots. Its powered accessory shoe 
accepts a small color enhancement 
light, effective on a single subject to a 
range of about 10 feet. This arrangement 
is convenient, but cuts camcorder bat- 
tery life depending on how much you 
use the light. There’s also a convention- 
al accessory shoe for mounting an exter- 
nal microphone or other accessories. 

The GR-M5u has two special modes, 
each accessed at the touch of a left-side 
button. The cinema mode puts black 
bars at the top and bottom of the picture 
for a letterbox effect. The twilight mode, 
effective for shooting nighttime scenes 
like fireworks and city lights, sets the 
white balance to 5,700 Kelvins, sets the 
focus to infinity, and activates auto shut- 
ter-speed selection. 

The full-range autofocus system au- 
tomatically goes into the macro focus 
range for close-ups, as long as the zoom 
is set for wide-angle. The autofocus 
works okay —low-contrast and low-light 
situations fool it, as they do most TTL 
systems, but on contrasty subjects it’s 
reasonably stable, though less so than 
the best TTL systems. 

The powered focus ring is unusual. It 
has a very short throw — it’s really a dou- 
ble-throw switch. Push it one way, and 
the focus moves out, and vice versa. 
This feels more natural and is much eas- 
ier to find by feel than plus/minus focus 
buttons. But it’s not as accurate or com- 
fortable as the continuous-motion ring 
found on JVC’s S-VHS-C GR-S505. 

The GR-M5u includes an unusual 
remote control with controls on one side 
for camera functions (zoom and run/ 
stop) and VCR (playback) controls on 
the other.

It has three pic- 
ture enhancement modes — soft, stand- 
ard and sharp—plus a picture direct 
button that bypasses the circuit. 

A standout on both the player and 
the remote is Sony’s dual-mode shuttle 
control, which looks like the jog/shuttle 
controls found on more expensive mod- 
els, but delivers two scan speeds, 10x and 
30x. The central portion of the control 
contains play and pause buttons—a 
convenient arrangement for operating 
by feel. Many older laserdisc players pro- 
duced considerable picture distortion 
when scanning CLV discs, but in this 
player Sony delivers alternating still- 
frames and black frames. 

Convenience features include intro 
scan (which plays the first eight seconds 
of each chapter or track), programmable 
playback sequencing of chapters or 
tracks, and shuffle (random) play. An 
auto pause feature stops play after each 
chapter or track, which is useful for ka- 
raoke. It also offers auto program, which 
chooses playback of chapters or tracks so 
they fit within a designated time — ideal 
for those who like to dub CDs onto au- 
dio cassettes. An A/V calendar shows 
the number of tracks on a disc (up to 








20) and the total playing time. The play- 
er accepts up to six custom index marks 
for playback from any point you select. 

Of course, the MDP-455 plays all 
sizes of laserdiscs and CDs, and delivers 
play speeds from 1/90x to 3x on CAV 
discs. It doesn’t offer digital effects, 
or automatic side-changing. 

It has two S-video/video/stereo au- 
dio outputs, Control S in and out jacks 
for relaying remote conrol signals from 
other Sony components, and a Toslink 
optical audio output for feeding an ex- 
ternal D/A converter. 

The manual has good diagrams and 
excellent explanations but cross refer- 
ences are not as good as in other Sony 
manuals. The legends on the remote 
contrast the remote’s gray color better 
than those on the MDP-333 for read- 
ability in near darkness, but backlighting 
would have helped. The basic controls 
on the remote are easy to locate by 
touch. The one fly in the ointment was a 
somewhat sticky disc drawer. But we 
tested an early production sample — 
Sony should have these kinks ironed out 
by the time you read this. Ease of use is 
very good to excellent. 

Even though the video on the 
MDP-455 does not measure as high as 


the MDP-333, except on chroma PM 
signal-to-noise ratio, picture quality is 
still very good. (A few years ago, we 
would have considered it excellent.) 
Our tests found audio quality for digital 
material very good to excellent. 

To investigate its audio performance 
further we tried a single-blind audio 
shootout between the MDP-455 and 
Panasonic’s excellent $1,100 LX-900. We 
were surprised to find the Sony more lis- 
tenable than the Panasonic, despite the 
latter’s superior lab test results. The 
Sony offers tighter bass, a more pro- 
nounced (if a bit too crisp) high end, 
and better imaging. 

Overall, we rate the MDP-455 very 
good.

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temperature of 7,000 Kelvins —low by 
consumer TV standards, but very close 
to pro standards. Its back panel includes 


screwdriver controls for RGB bias, G 
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and R/B drive, and other functions. Cus- 
tom installers love this arrangement be- 
cause it allows them to use a signal 
generator (or test laserdisc) in conjunc- 
tion with a color analyzer to calibrate 
the monitor to pro standards. Of course, 
only a qualified technician should touch 
these controls. 

The ProScan brand was introduced 
two years ago by Thomson Consumer 
Electronics, which wanted a line of up- 
scale products to supplement its offer- 
ings under the RCA and GE brands. 
The PS27121 offers a nice slate of fea- 
tures, including picture-in-picture with 
swap and freeze. There’s no second tun- 
er—you'll have to connect a VCR or an- 
other video source to use the PIP. 

There’s a full-function remote con- 
trol, and a simplified remote which con- 
trols only power, channel, volume and 
the menu system. The full-function re- 
mote controls an unusually large num- 
ber of extra devices—two VCRs of 
almost any brand, a cable box and an 
audio component. 

The audio system includes an ex- 
panded stereo mode, which alters the 
stereo sound for a broader soundstage. 
The set has jacks for external speakers. 
You can use these jacks to power two 
front speakers instead of using the set’s 
speakers. Or you can use the set’s speak- 
ers, and use the speaker jacks to power 
rear speakers. 

The rear jack panel has inputs for 
two video sources, an S-video source, 
two audio sources and two RF sources. 
There’s an RF output to a cable box, 
which lets you record a premium chan- 
nel while watching another. This nor- 
mally requires a splitter and an A/B 
switch. There is a video output which 
carries the signal shown on the screen, 
plus fixed and variable audio outputs. 

Operating the set is also fairly easy. 
One of the most convenient features is 
commercial skip, which lets you graze 
the channels for any period of time you 
select (each push of the button increases 
this time by 30 seconds), then reverts to 
the channel you were watching. Ease of 
use is good to very good. 

Picture quality is very good com- 
pared to other high-performance sets 
and excellent compared to typical 
TVs —rather remarkable for this price 
range. Accuracy of colors is very good to 
excellent, but there is a tendency for 
strong white areas to discolor if they are 
stationary for a long time. 

Audio quality is good. The internal 
speakers are inaudible below 75 Hertz 
and above 15 kilohertz, but we did not 
attempt to quantify speaker output. Dia- 
log leaks into the surround speaker out- 
put—we felt it did not add to the feeling 
of being surrounded by action, with the 





dialog in front. However, the expanded 
stereo effectively widens the soundstage. 

Overall, we rate the PS27121 very 
good. It’s quite a good value — video- 
philes can get the NTSC standard, refer- 
ence-quality picture they demand for 
the price of a typical 27-inch set. a 
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from the remote. Audio dub lets you re- 
place the existing audio on a tape with 
new sound from the camcorder mic or 
an external mic. Index mark lets you 
mark spots on the tape so you can find 
them automatically if your VCR has in- 
dex search. Animation lets you create 
Ray Harryhausen-style stop-frame ani- 
mation — each push of the record button 
captures 1/4, 1/2 or one second of video. 
The self-timer starts the camcorder in 15 
seconds, 30 seconds, one minute or five 
minutes. Time-lapse combines these two 
functions —it automatically records an 
animation segment at the intervals 
available on the timer. 

Although the camcorder doesn’t 
have a titler, it does have a unique date/ 
time/age imprinter. The date and time 
stamp work like those on other cam- 
corders, except that the date can be su- 
perimposed in large, outlined letters that 
stretch across the screen. The age im- 
printer can be set so the camcorder 
marks each scene with the subject’s age. 

Only completely inexperienced 
shooters will have any trouble using the 
GR-M5u. Most of the camera buttons 
are large and easy to find. We find its 
large frame makes it more comfortable 
than most subcompacts, although it’s 
more difficult to pack. If you have a JVC 
VCR with synchro edit, you can even 
set it up with the GR-M5u for one- 
touch editing. Ease of use is very good. 

We measured the GR-M5u using 
test tapes, because it doesn’t record from 
line sources. In such cases, results are al- 
ways a little lower than with electronic 
signals recorded on the same machine. 
Picture quality is average —not bad, but 
not up to the performance standards set 
by other JVC machines. Minimum illu- 
mination is rated at one lux, and al- 
though you can get a viewable picture at 
that level, it requires 2.7 lux to obtain a 
contrast ratio of 50 IRE units. Audio 
quality is fair for VHS linear track. 

Overall, we rate the GR-M5u aver- 
age. Unlike its point-and-shoot breth- 
ren, it shouldn’t leave you wishing for 
features that aren’t there. But if picture

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THEATER 


How to tweak your 
rear-projection IV 








t’s no surprise to Video Magazine 

readers that rear-screen projection is 

getting better all the time. And it’s 

certainly no surprise that some of the 
better units deliver a cinematic illusion. 
With a surround-sound system, careful 
room lighting and some minor suspen- 
sion of disbelief, a good rear-screen mon- 
itor can almost fool you into thinking 
you're watching a movie instead of TV. 

What is surprising is that most rear- 
screen TV owners (not to mention deal- 
ers) rarely adjust their sets for optimum 
performance. Much more so than di- 
rect-view sets, a rear-screen projector 
needs occasional adjustment. That's be- 
cause it has three large, very hot tubes 
burning inside a closed cabinet. Heat is 
the enemy of all things electronic, and 
in the case of these monitors, picture 
settings can drift over time. 

The most important adjustment to 
keep on top of is convergence. Conver- 
gence is the process of aiming the three 
tubes —red, green and blue —as closely 
together as possible. When combined, 
these three primary colors make up the 
full video spectrum. Converging (or 
overlapping) them accurately is crucial 
for a sharp, focused picture. Unfor- 
tunately, of all the picture settings, con- 
vergence has the greatest tendency to 
drift. That’s because both temperature 
changes and room vibrations can shift 
the tube housings ever so slightly off kil- 
ter. Moving the set can also mess up the 
convergence, even if the monitor is on 
wheels. 

If you’ve recently bought a rear- 
screen monitor and it was not set up by 
a professional, odds are the convergence 
is way off. Ditto if you frequently move 
the set back and forth to get at the rear- 
panel jacks. Adjusting the convergence 
is a quick and simple procedure, and 
when you’re done, the picture quality 
will be noticeably improved. If you’ve 
had your set for a while and haven’t 
converged it since the initial setup, it’s 
time to do it again. In fact, you should 
consider convergence setting part of 
your regular audio/video routine, like 
cleaning the heads on your VCR. 

All rear-screen projectors feature 
some kind of onscreen test pattern — 
usually a crosshair — for converging the 








picture. After letting your set warm up 
for at least half an hour, call up the test 
pattern and you'll see a menu that lets 
you shift the red and blue information 
vertically or horizontally. (The green 
tube is fixed.) 

I prefer to use the crosshatch test 
pattern on Reference Recordings’ A Vid- 
eo Standard laserdisc, because it shows a 
full-screen grid instead of the more for- 
giving center crosshair. If you have a la- 
serdisc player, I strongly recommend you

pick up a copy of this disc, which has all 
sorts of useful setup screens, including 
color, brightness and contrast guides. 

The idea is to get the three tubes in 
the monitor as perfectly converged on 
the test pattern as possible. If conver- 
gence is perfect, the three colors add up 
to white, with no colored edges. That’s 
the goal, anyway. In real life, achieving 
perfect convergence across the entire 
screen is difficult, if not impossible. You 
may notice that what’s perfect in the 
center makes for lousy convergence in 
the corners, and vice versa. 

If you can’t see this with your set’s

| internal test pattern and don’t have a la- 


serdisc player, there’s probably a tape in 
your collection that will help. Try a 
movie that has an outer space scene 
with lots of stars—any of the Star Wars 
movies will do. Call up a freeze frame of 
one of these scenes. If you see that the 
white stars near the corners of the 
screen are edged with red or blue, your 
convergence is off. When faced with a 
choice between good center or corner 
convergence, you'll be forced to com- 
promise. You’re best off converging for 
the center of the screen—most of the 
important picture information will usu- 
ally be close by. 

Unfortunately, these user adjust- 
ments are only for static convergence — 
the aim of the tubes. They’re just the tip 
of the iceberg in properly setting up a 
projection monitor. Dynamic conver- 
gence settings — skew, keystone and oth- 
er parameters used to tilt and bend the 
picture, and adjust the convergence all 
over the screen—are equally important 
to a well-adjusted picture. 

In addition, projectors feature inter- 
nal controls for gain and focus of the 
red, green and blue tubes. All these pa- 
rameters must be carefully tweaked for a 
rear-screen projector to live up to its po- 
tential. These controls are hidden in- 
side, and there are two good reasons 
why. For one, slight miscalculations, es- 
pecially on dynamic convergence, will 
really mess up the picture. Beyond this, 
the controls are near the exposed elec- 
trical chassis, meaning that only a quali- 
fied technician should go near them. 

The RGB gain controls adjust the 
intensity of each of the three picture 
tubes. If you’ve noticed that it’s impos- 
sible to get a neutral black on your set — 
that is, a black without tinges of green or 
blue —the RGB gain is probably off. 
Other symptoms of improper RGB gain 
are purplish blues and the inability to 
produce natural fleshtones. If any of this 
is true for your set, don’t blame it—it 
merely needs adjustment. 

RGB focus is also important. Unless 
the three tubes are in perfect focus, it 
will be impossible to get absolute con- 
vergence. If you find yourself having to 
use your set’s sharpness control too

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ou’ve invited the neighbors to 

watch your latest videos. Hospita- 

bly, you place chips, soft drinks and 

Dramamine around the room. Au- 
dience members oooh and aaah, awed to 
discover you captured a California 
earthquake as it happened. Abashed, 
you sheepishly admit the earth didn’t 
shake — only the camcorder. 

Don’t feel bad. The jumpiness isn’t 
all your fault. For years, camcorder tech- 
nology raced ahead of the refinements 
needed to help bring it under the con- 
trol of non-professional videomakers. 
VHS camcorders were originally de- 
signed to be held with two hands, braced 
on or against a firm shoulder. Their size 
and weight helped ensure stability, given 
a correct shooting stance. But miniature 
camcorders changed the equation. 
Small, light 8mm and VHS-C cam- 
corders proved difficult to steady even 
with a proper two-handed grip. 

Even worse, many simply disre- 
garded instructions about bracing and 
assumed palm-size camcorders could be 
wielded effectively with one hand, ini- 
tiating an era of shaky shooting. At the 
same time, stronger zoom lenses magni- 
fied ever slighter motions. A 12x zoom on 

‘a compact camcorder is nearly useless 
without some means of support, like a 
tripod — or stabilization. 

Which brings us to the good news. 
Camcorder refinements have caught up 
to camcorder basics. Electronic image 

stabilization is the term given to a vari-

ety of systems that eliminate much of 
the jitter from handheld shooting. Like 
shock absorbers on a rocky road, stabi- 
lizers smooth out the rough spots while, 
ideally, exacting little or no price in 
overall performance. Even though stabi- 
lization won’t remove all unwanted mo- 
tion—especially if severe —it can 
significantly improve the look of your

In only a few years, stabilization sys- 
tems have moved from drawing boards 
to store shelves. In all, about a dozen 
brands of camcorder, covering more 
than two dozen models, have stabilizers,

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ufacturers creating their own stabilizers 
rather than licensing a single system, it’s 
not surprising they differ from cam- 
corder to camcorder. In fact, while each 


manufacturer says its stabilizer is the: 


best, each approach exhibits strengths 
and weaknesses (see “Shock of the 
New” for a Hands-On evaluation). But 
the goals are the same — better videos 
and easier to use, more appealing cam- 
corders. 

Panasonic, the first company to ex- 
ploit the technology, began experiment- 
ing with methods of eliminating 
camcorder shake about five years ago. A 
VHS model, the PV-460, it introduced 
in 1988 was the first consumer cam- 
corder with image stabilization. But the 
mechanical system was too bulky for 
miniature camcorders, and too difficult 
and costly to adapt. 

Returning to the drawing board, 
Panasonic engineers soon emerged with 
Digital Electronic Image Stabilization 
(DEIS), a system based on a computer 
chip that made it possible to eliminate 
costly and cumbersome moving parts. 

DEIS detects camcorder motion di- 
rectly from the CCD sensor using a type 
of computer reasoning called fuzzy logic. 
For each frame of video, the camcorder 
stores in memory 60 percent of the 
CCD’s image after filtering out noise 
and high-frequency signal components. 
Using this memory as a reference, the 
system divides the image into quadrants 
each containing 30 points that are sensi- 
tive to movement. 

If the camcorder’s subject moves rel- 
ative to the points, the system assumes 
the subject is moving. If the points and 
the subject both move, the system de-

Panasonic wasn’t alone in recogniz- 
ing stabilization’s potential. Mitsubishi's 
approach, called StableCam, is in its 
VHS-C HS-CX4 and S-VHS-C HS-CSX7 
camcorders, two models that can still be 
found on store shelves although replace- 
ment models with StableCam will soon 
be announced. 

The system employs a twin piezo- 
electric gyroscope to sense image shake. 
The gyroscope, rigidly attached to the

lens barrel, detects vertical and horizon- 


tal motion and their angles to determine 
whether the camcorder is shaking up 
and down or from side to side. 

Sensors pick up and amplify voltage 
changes from each motion and send the 
information to an eight-bit analog-to- 
digital converter, which processes and 
sends the information to a micro- 
processor designed by Mitsubishi. The 
chip factors in such elements as the 
zoom lens’ focal length and passes the 
data to a circuit governing the CCD’s 
vertical and horizontal driving pulses, 
which are adjusted to compensate for 
unwanted movement. The CCD cap- 
tures a slightly off-center, but more sta- 
ble image. 

The main drawback is that the range 
of compensation is relatively small. The 
instruction manual for the camcorder 
notes, for exau.,!2, that StableCam will 
not compensate for shooting while walk- 
ing. In addition, < thin black border is 
needed to mask the CCD shifts. How- 
ever, the microprocessor is so powerful 
that Mitsubishi also uses it to run the 
camcorder’s autofocus and auto white 
balance functions. 

At Canon, the optics division collab- 
orated with Sony on a dramatically dif- 
ferent approach, the results of which 
can be found in Sony’s Hi8 CCD-TRIO1 
and in the 10x lens for Canon’s Hi8 L1 
camcorder. While Canon hasn’t said it 
would include the system in a cam- 
corder body, it does intend to add it toa 
future 35mm SLR camera. 

SteadyShot, as the stabilizer is 
called, is an optical system that uses a 
special lens-like prism to compensate for 
camcorder shake before light ever 
reaches the CCD. On the TRIOI, hori- 
zontal and vertical sensors on the lens 
barrel sense angular displacement and 
acceleration. The data is sent to a mi- 
croprocessor controlling two electric coil 
motors that expand or compress a flex- 
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ible bellows on the prism to change its 
vertical angle. This has the effect of re- 
aiming the light coming through 

the lens to compensate for move- 
ment by shifting the image on the 
CCD. 

The Vari-Angle prism, which is 
the system’s key, consists of two flat 
slices of glass separated by a layered plas- 
tic bellows. The space between the glass 
elements is filled with a clear silicon oil 
that has the same refractive index as 
glass. 

Unlike the other systems, Stead- 
yShot has no effect on picture quality 
and actually works best at telephoto set- 
tings, where shake is always more appat- 
ent. Its drawbacks are twofold: a 
fractionally slower response time than a 
purely electronic system, since the prism 
reacts mechanically, and a slightly great- 
er drain on battery power.

JVC, Sharp and Hitachi also have 
cures for the shakes. JVC’s Digital Image 
Stabilizer, embodied in its feature- 
stuffed S-VHS-C GR-SZI, uses an ap- 
proach similar to Panasonic. Its 410,000- 
pixel CCD divides the camcorder’s im- 
age area into 12 ‘“‘shake-detection 
zones,” each containing 32 motion sam- 
pling points. The 384 points are used by 
a pair of sensors to track the image in re- 
lation to any jitter the camcorder expe- 
riences. The image is then slightly 
enlarged to reduce the apparent motion. 
Sharp’s ViewCam also uses digital cir- 
cuits to detect camcorder motion, then 
compensate by adjusting the image. >

With 
more pixels than most Hi8 CCDs, 
Hitachi's digital circuits can ignore some 
without impairing Hi8 image quality, 
somewhat in the manner of Olympic 
judges who throw out a competitor’s 
highest and lowest scores. 

Don’t expect camcorder systems to 
deliver the same becalmed state as stabi- 
lizers on the Queen Elizabeth II in the 
middle of the rolling Atlantic. Ideally, 
camcorder stabilizers compensate for 
small hand-induced jitters. They can 
help when shooting from a car on hard, 
paved roads, or from a canoe on a gentle 
waterway. But you'll find their value de- 
creases as bumpiness increases. 

Whatever system you use, remember 
that your body is still your camcorder’s 
best stabilizer. Unless you’re one of those 
rare shooters with strong, steady arms, 
one-handed shooting will add some 
shake. To minimize it, with or without 
electronic assistance, support the cam- 
corder with two hands, using your left 
palm, or left thumb in some cases, as a 
base. Position your legs in a comfortable, 
supportive stance, usually about a foot 
apart with one foot slightly ahead of the 
other. 

By following these few simple rules, 
you'll not only minimize the amount of 
shake in your home videos, but maxi- 
mize the value of your camcorder’s stabi- 
lizer. Py

levels, then viewed the tapes to see which systems performed most smoothly, 

I also pointed each camcorder at a resolution chart to check for image 
degradation. Finally, I set each camcorder on a tripod with the stabilizer on 
and swung my arm in front of it, suspecting some might mistakenly interpret 
this as camera shake and try to correct for it. 

Since no machine can truly mimic the chaotic movement of the human 
hand, assistant editor Brian Clark conducted a series of hands-on tests. With 
each camcorder’s stabilizer on, he framed a steady shot of a test chart, then 
tried pans, tilts and walking shots. 

First up was the Panasonic, which has a threshold above which it won’t 
attempt corrections. This threshold — about 33 percent image movement at 1.5 
shakes per second on the X axis (horizontal, perpendicular to line of sight) — 
seems to vary with the situation. This is good—the system gives up when mo- 
tion is too extreme, so it shuts off during pans and tilts. On static shots, you'll 
encounter the threshold only at very long zoom ranges. 

The Panasonic system degraded the picture noticeably, trimming about 40 
lines of horizontal resolution from the 400-line picture. It wasn’t effective on 
the Z axis (horizontal, line of sight), but performed well on the vibration test. 
The swinging arm test fooled it—the PV-S62 occasionally mistook vertical 
arm movement for camera shake and moved the image to compensate. This 
could cause problems when you're shooting active subjects. 

Clark said the Panasonic stabilizer reminded him of the first fuzzy logic 
camcorders, which seemed to “think” too much and often overcompensated 
for changes in shooting situations. He found an annoying tendency toward 
vertical jump and jitter. 

The JVC activates and deactivates unpredictably when it nears its thresh- 
old (about 45 percent image movement), as if it were trying to make up its 
mind. It is quite effective on all axes, although the picture tended to jump ev- 
ery couple of seconds at some vibration levels. With the stabilizer on, the 
picture loses about 25 lines of resolution. It was occasionally fooled by the 
swinging arm test. However, it was Clark’s favorite digital system. 

The Sony system attempted to stabilize the image no matter how drastic 
the movement. It was effective on all axes and with vibration, but shuddered 
at the ends of each shake excursion. It didn’t degrade the picture at all and, 
because it senses only camcorder motion, not image motion, it wasn’t fooled 
by the swinging arm test. 

It was Clark’s favorite by far. He found its operation effective and nearly 
invisible —the mark of a good stabilizer. The only fault he found was a slight 
tendency for the image to drift horizontally during pans. 

Even at an extreme 36x digital zoom range, the Hitachi still tried to cor-

with widescreen TVs, interactive disc players 


and a flurry of offbeat new products. 
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HD Head Start: Pioneer HD laser player and 
HDTV, on sale now in Japan. 











Las Vegas rarely fails to astound. The 
hotels, seemingly recession-proof, grow 
more fantastic every visit. The volcano 
outside the Mirage, with its eruptions of 
fire and smoke, already seems routine. 
This year’s must-see spectacle was at 
Caesar’s Palace, where larger-than-life 
animatronic gods greet strollers in an in- 
door mall that looks like an outdoor Ro- 
man piazza. 

But for 80,000 visitors, Vegas’ most 
marvelous event was the annual Con- 
sumer Electronics Show with its acres of 
products, prototypes and deals. Startling 
demonstrations of video components 
bearing new or improved technologies 
pulled the biggest crowds, while home 
theater products, showing new levels of 
sophistication, lent substance to the up- 
beat mood. 

The inventiveness on display at the 
individual exhibits set a feisty, competi- 
tive tone. Pioneer showed a new type of 
laserdisc player, Go-Video displayed a 
line of seven dual-well VCRs, and 3DO 
promised a new kind of multimedia play- 
er. In fact, most varieties of product — 
TV sets, camcorders, VCRs, laserdisc 
and game systems—could boast a few 
innovations among the hundreds of 
models planned for the coming months. 

Last year’s innovations were also 
recognized as Video Magazine used the 
occasion of the show to present ViVA 
Gold! awards (‘‘The Year’s Best,” Jan. 
’93) to the makers and producers of the 
best products and programs of 1992. 

A flurry of companies showed TV 
sets using the wide 16:9 aspect ratio de- 
veloped for HDTV transmissions. How- 
ever, with HDTV still at least a couple 
of years away, widescreen NTSC sets are 
being introduced this year. Expect no 
bargains. Prices will range from about 
$4,500 to $6,000, but the sets will be 
packed with high-end features, includ- 
ing second tuners. Thomson leads the 
pack with the 34-inch RCA and Pro- 
Scan CinemaScreen TVs it hoped to of- 
fer at the tail end of ’92 (see “Wide- 
screen Dawn,” Nov. ’92). The sets are 
available now in limited numbers in a

few cities, with a full rollout planned for 


summer. 

Philips and Sharp also demonstrated 
34-inch direct-view models, with Phi- 
lips’ set scheduled to hit stores around 
June. Sharp, Toshiba, Samsung and 
Goldstar showed widescreen sets too, 
but lack plans for U.S. introductions. 
While the sets are flashy, the market is 
not likely to be large. RCA estimated it 
would sell no more than 15,000 16:9 sets 
in the first year. 

The 16:9 format is not limited to 
tube TVs. Panasonic showed a 50-inch 
widescreen projection set dubbed Cine- 
maVision expected this spring for $5,499. 

Virtually all the sets boast features 
viewers can use to control the shape and 
placement of images, including zoom 
and stretch adjustments, split screens, 
screen scrolling, and picture-in-picture 
and picture-out-of-picture modes, better 
known as PIP and POP. POP lets view- 
ers use the vertical letterbox spaces that 
will flank the conventional 4:3 images 
displayed within 16:9 frames. (We'll 
have more to say about these features as 
the sets become available.) 

The most original camcorder at the 
show was Sharp’s $2,199 Hi8 ViewCam, 
which uses a four-inch LCD monitor as 
a kind of mammoth viewfinder. A 12x 
lens, with image stabilization, is 
mounted on the side of the monitor. 
Crowds swarmed around the display, 
waiting for a chance to try one. Our own 
first impression is that the ViewCam is 
remarkably easy to hold and use. 

On the miniature side of home vid- 
eo, companies ingeniously explored off- 
beat uses for LCD projection. Virtual 
Vision, an entrepreneurial company 
based in Redmond, Washington, devised 
an unusual set of video goggles by apply- 
ing principles from “smart cockpit” re- 
search for pilots. Light is projected 
downward through a tiny LCD panel in 
the lid of the goggles. A mirror near the 
nosepiece reflects the image into a vir- 
tual space that appears to float a few feet 


in front of the person wearing the gog-

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HOME THEATER 

Two years ago, many audio compan- 
ies — especially those in the high end— 
looked down on the idea of home thea- 
ter. Now, with home theater systems 
taking off and two-channel audio fading, 
even staunch traditionalists are getting 
into home theater in a big way. 

Martin-Logan, a highly regarded 
maker of electrostatic, panel-type loud- 
speakers, showed a prototype of an elec- 
trostatic center speaker that looked 
more like a marine radar antenna than a 
home theater component. Adcom, 
which has won praises for affordable au- 
diophile amps and preamps, showed its 
first Dolby Pro-Logic products —an A/V 
preamp/decoder and a decoder with 
amps for center and rear channels. Even 
Wilson Audio, manufacturer of some of 
the world’s most expensive (and good 
sounding!) speakers, showed a $40,000 
home theater system based on its 
$12,000/pair WATT/Puppy speakers. 

In an opposite trend, THX-certified 
home theater systems are trickling down 
into more affordable price ranges. You 
can now get a full THX sound system for 
as little as $5,000. The electronics —a 
Kenwood audio/video preamp/decoder 
and matching six-channel power amp — 
will set you back $2,000, the same price 
as some top A/V receivers. Add Altec- 
Lansing’s $3,000 speaker system or Bos- 
ton Acoustics’ $3,700 system, and you'll 
have one of the best home theaters in 
town for about half the price it would 
have cost last year. 

THX speakers have yet to win much 
praise for their music sound, but this 
may soon change. Two British manufac- 
turers, B&W and KEF, demonstrated 
prototype systems that break from the 
dual-tweeter/dual-woofer arrangement 
used in previous THX speakers. It’s 
tough to tell from a show demo, but 
both systems seem to represent real ad- 
vances for THX sound. 

The B&W system fits conveniently 
into Custom Woodwork and Design’s 
new home theater cabinet. The cabinet 
is about seven feet long by 2-1/2 feet 
high. It holds left, center and right 
speakers, and a screen rises out of the 
back. The cabinet has been submitted to 
LucasArts for THX approval. This type 
of furniture promises to make top-notch 
home theater practical even for design- 
conscious consumers. 

If you have a front projector, you'd 
be crazy not to check out Uni-Screen’s 
new THX-approved perforated screen. 
It’s nearly acoustically transparent, so 
you can get that big center speaker off 
the floor and behind the screen where it 
belongs.

We were able to acquire an early sample 
of a single cassette, and the strong re- 
sults suggest Fuji’s engineers have in- 
deed advanced Hi8 tape technology. 
Of the nine S-VHS tapes we tested, 
the top guns were Fuji’s Super VHS Pro 
ST-120, JVC's Super VHS Pro XZ 120 
and Sony’s Visual Excellence ST-120. 
The weakest were BASF’s ST-120 and 
JVC's Super VHS Master XG 120. 
Within no other format have engi- 
neers made as much progress reducing 
dropouts. We measured no 15-microsec- 
ond dropouts and only one five-micro- 
second dropout on all the S-VHS tapes 
we tested. The results were so startling 
we initially thought our testing equip- 
ment had broken. A thorough checking 
process proved this not to be the case. 
We were also surprised to observe the 
relatively small differences in perfor- 


mance that S-VHS tapes displayed on 


the various signal-to-noise ratios which 
we measured. 


SETTING THE STAGE 

To develop our ratings, which range 
from excellent to poor, as detailed in the 
accompanying “Key to the Tapes,” we 
tested three samples of each tape, taken 
from different production batches, for all 
the performance characteristics charted 
in the following pages. We used a fourth 
sample to count dropouts. Since the lin- 
ear audio track is near the edge of the 
tape in S-VHS, we also examined the 
edges of a sample of each S-VHS tape 
under a microscope for signs of damage 
during production. There were none. 

We evaluated the tapes following 
the same protocol described in last 
month's “VHS Tape Tests.” For each 
8mm tape, we measured its video, 
chroma AM and analog audio signal-to- 
noise ratios, its AFM audio frequency 
response and the consistency of the per- 
formance of samples taken from differ- 
ent production batches. We also 
counted dropouts. 

For Hi8 and S-VHS tapes, we meas- 
ured two additional characteristics — the 
luminance S/N ratio and the output loss 
at 5 megahertz. In addition, the chroma 
AM S/N ratio was measured for the Hi8 
or S-VHS signal component of each for- 
mat. This is a measure of how elec- 
tronic noise affects the part of the signal

The Last of the Mohicans has it all— 
action, romance, great scenery, outsized 
characters and even a little history.

The concept works nicely in the 1757 
frontier setting, which is impressively re- 
created, with the siege of Fort William 
Henry re-enacted nearly full-scale. The 
violence is hair-raising, but you are left 
little doubt that this is how people killed 
each other in that time and place.

On the morning of their wedding, 
Jack manages to lose Betsy (Sarah 
Jessica Parker) in a high-stakes poker 
match to the decidedly unsavory Tom- 
my Korman (James Caan). The balance 
of Honeymoon consists of one long turgid

Vegas for their annual convention. 

If you’re looking for trouble, you 
came to the right place: Elvis imper-

One hates to think that the honey- 
moon is over between writer/director 
Andrew Bergman and fans of sophisti- 
cated slapstick.

Like The Player, Mistress is less about 
Hollywood moviemaking than Holly- 
wood dealmaking. While it lacks the all- 
star cameos and mordant satire of Rob- 
ert Altman’s film, this first release from 
Robert De Niro’s Tribeca studio makes 
the most of an intelligent script that fea- 
tures an unusual number of well-written 
characters. 

Robert Wuhl stars as a once-hot di- 
rector now making a living shooting in- 
structional videos. Years ago he wrote a 





script, about a painter who commits sui- 
cide, that was of great personal meaning 
to him but which no studio would fi- 
nance because he refused to soften the 
ending. Now, an independent producer 
(Martin Landau) wants to help him get 
the movie made. Hé has three backers 
in mind, but there’s a catch: Each de- 
mands that the movie provide a juicy 
role for his girlfriend. 

It’s no surprise that the well-known 
names in the cast (Wuhl, De Niro, Eli 
Wallach, Danny Aiello, Laurie Metcalf 
and, in a small but key role, Christopher 
Walken) are as good as they are. But the 
same quality of writing and acting is evi- 
dent in the lesser characters as well, par- 
ticularly the three girlfriends (Jean 
Smart, Sheryl Lee Ralph and Tuesday 
Knight), none of whom is the bimbo she 
initially appears to be. Even when it tee- 
ters on the edge of farce near the end, 
Mistress is an insightful and witty movie 
that never loses its balance.

Costello and company developed the 
first “vocal quartet,” with the four 
string instruments and voice serving 
as five equal elements. The passion 
and intelligence of all the partici- 
pants shine through. With more proj- 
ects like this, home video could 
become the dominant music format 
industry observers have long fore- 
seen. a 
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Anyway, the Rockford Peaches 
aren’t dull. Along with standout Dottie 
Hinson (Geena Davis), the team in- 
cludes little sister Kit Keller (Lori Pet- 
ty), who resents her sibling’s talents, 
trampy “All the Way” Mae Mordabito 
(Madonna), who saves her best moves 
for after the game, and other offbeat 
types. Add manager Jimmy Dugan (Tom 
Hanks), a drunken ex-major league 
great who slowly comes to respect his 
charges, and prepare for zany hijinks. 

Despite the obvious plot, the cast 
sparkles. Davis gives a memorable por- 
trayal of a complex woman who balks at 
taking her new career seriously, while 
Petty skillfully conveys the volatile mix- 
ture of admiration and anger that can 
afflict a kid sister, and Madonna deftly 
spoofs her image. Hanks is trapped in a 
caricature, although standout supporters 
such as Rosie O’Donnell, Jon Lovitz and 
David Strathairn pick up the slack. 
Running more than two hours. A League 
of Their Own begs for editing, but its 
choice moments ring true.

Who was the worst man of the cen- 
tury? This made-for-cable production 
makes a strong case for Stalin, the Geor- 
gian peasant of deceptive cunning who, 
in the name of Leninist socialism, 
turned the Soviet Union into a charnel 
house. 

The film’s first half is impressive, in- 
troducing us to the loyal revolutionary 
(Robert Duvall) as the czar is abdicating 
and Lenin (Maximilian Schell) returns 
to Russia to complete his revolution. Di- 
rector Ivan Passer, 
who can be very 
good when work- 
ing on an intimate 
scale, makes much 
of how Stalin took 
§ the rivals who 
looked down on 
him and played 
them against each 
other, using terror 
and brutality to 
consolidate his 
power. The sec- 
ond half, covering 
the various purges, leaves out a good 
deal due to time limitations, and the 
from-the-top perspective keeps us from 
comprehending the true scale of Stalin’s 
crimes. 

Duvall is remarkable throughout; he 
brings the dictator’s desperate need for 
complete control right to the surface, 
even though his tone is usually one of 
ingenuous affability. There are a lot of 
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White-Collar Crime: Robert Duvall won a Golden 
Globe for his performance as the brutal Stalin. 


good people behind him doing strong 
character bits, and the physical produc- 
tion, shot largely on actual locations, is 
as good as you could hope for. Stalin may 
not deliver all the goods, but what we 
get is of high quality.

Cool World

Cool World, cartoonist Ralph Bak- 
shi’s mix of live action and animation, 
can’t lay claim to the technical wizardry 
of Who Framed Roger Rabbit or the elab- 
orate Disney animation of Beauty and the 
Beast. But what it lacks in polish, it 
makes up for in wit and energy. 

Cool World takes its name from a 
comic-book series set in a bizarre version 
of Las Vegas and created by incarcerated 
artist Gabriel Byrne. Byrne only thinks 
he created it: Cool World turns out to 
be an alternate universe, from which he 
has been manipulated into creating a 
conduit to the real world. His animated 
(in every sense of the word) seducer is 
Holly Would, an ambitious vamp who 
makes Jessica Rabbit look like Jane 
Hathaway. When Holly crosses over 
into the real world and becomes Kim 
Basinger, the movie's titillation level 
sinks dramatically. 

Bakshi spends as little time as possi- 
ble with the silly plot. He’s far more in- 
terested in detailing this wildly elabor- 
ate, comically violent cartoon world. 
Imagine Ren and Stimpy at loose on Tim 
Burton’s storyboards for Batman. On

video you can take your time to catch 
Bakshi’s little grace notes, like a fleeting 
appearance by Pinocchio and Gepetto in 
the belly of a screaming monster. And, 
with a great alternative-rock soundtrack 
featuring Ministry, Electronic and oth- 
ers, you'll want to play this movie loud. 


Mediterraneo

As genial—and challenging —as a 
greeting card, Mediterraneo will appeal 
| to anyone weary of life’s workaday woes. 
| The comic fantasy follows the misad- 
| ventures of a regiment of Italian misfits, 
sent to secure an obscure Greek island 
during World War IJ. An intended four- 
month stay stretches into years when 
these bumbling troops lose contact with 
the outside world and find themselves 
seduced by the locals’ idyllic existence. 
| However predictable the plot, the gor- 
| geous scenery makes it easy to believe 
Shangri-La awaits on an Aegean beach. 

In the time-honored tradition of 
American war movies, this mild saga 
features an array of colorful characters, 
including the sensitive lieutenant (Clau- 
dio Bigagli) who paints pictures when off 
| duty, the earthy sergeant (Diego Aba- 
tantuono), the country boy (Gigio Al- 
| berti) who takes his donkey everywhere, 
| the lonely husband (Claudio Bisio) who 
| misses his pregnant wife, and the shy guy 
(Giuseppe Cederna) who's a virgin. Of 
course, a gorgeous whore with a heart of 
gold (Vanna Barba) cheerfully remedies 
that shortcoming, underscoring the 
comic-book quality of the proceedings. 
Presented with subtitles, Mediterraneo is 
harmless escapism, unless you’re allergic 
to clichés. Still, honoring it with the 
Best Foreign Film Oscar gives fluff an 
undeserved respectability. —JY

The Compleat Tex Avery

Let the buyer beware. While the use 
of an archaic spelling sort of lets its pro- 
ducers off the hook, this set doesn’t con- 
tain every cartoon supervised by the 
legendary animation genius Tex Avery. 











This five-disc set covers only the work 
he did for MGM, although “only” may 
not be the right word —there are 66 
shorts here, nine hours worth of drop- 
ping jaws, popping eyes, self-consciously 
“corny” gags and renditions of “Frankie 
and Johnny” (the tune swells up every 
time one of Avery’s beloved cartoon sex- 
pots appears). If the set ignores Avery’s 
Warner Bros. output, well, much of it 
can be found on MGM/UA's three vol- 
umes (so far) of The Golden Age of Loon- 
ey Tunes; it’s there you'll learn that 
Avery’s famous hair-in-the-projector- 
gate gag didn’t originate in 1947's “Musi- 
cal Maestro” as commonly thought, but 
in 1941’s “Aviation Vacation.” 

Thirty of this set’s cartoons have al- 
ready been compiled on two previous 
discs, but what remains is hardly dross. 
Some politically incorrect cartoons that 
have been swept under the rug in the 
past pop up here (including the racist 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabana” — pretty bad, but 
no Birth of a Nation). And the later stuff, 
while not up to the standards of classics 
like “Swing Shift Cinderella” or “Screw- 
ball Squirrel,” is fascinating nonetheless, 
with Avery frequently turning his acid 
wit on the movies’ emerging enemy, 
television. Compleat is an extravagant 
purchase, and certainly not for every- 
one. But the collectors it was meant for 
know who they are. —Glenn Kenny

Terry Gilliam is one of the most orig- 
inal filmmakers working in Hollywood. 
Unfortunately, his more dazzling vi- 
sions —like Brazil and especially Baron 
Munchausen — are so ambitious, both 
studios and audiences have been slow to 
appreciate his gifts. Following its success 
with the more modestly conceived The 
Fisher King, Criterion has just released 
two more Gilliam jewels, both with en- 
lightening commentary by the director.

As befits its subject material, The 
Adventures of Baron Munchausen is won- 
derfully overdone. Legend has it the real 
baron, an 18th-century raconteur, told 
the tallest tales in the world. Who else 
but Gilliam would make a hero of such a 
man? As the boastful Munchausen, 
John Neville flies to visit the King of the 
Moon, dances with the goddess Venus, 
camps in the belly of a monster whale 
and single-handedly defeats a Turkish 
army. As in his earlier Time Bandits, Gil- 
liam has given us a “children’s picture” 
that vividly captures the fantasy and 
imagination of childhood, even for 
adults. 

The disc itself is one. of the finest 
transfers I’ve ever seen. All the richness 
and scope of this visual feast are intact, 
and this release easily surpasses the 
quality of the earlier RCA/Columbia la- 
serdisc. Though the story has been 
filmed numerous times since the silent 
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era, Gilliam’s version of Baron 
Munchausen is truly unique —a cinemat- 
ic achievement so singular we'll proba- 
bly never see a movie like it again. 
Nor will we ever see another Monty 
Python movie like The Holy Grail now 
that Graham Chapman has passed on to 
what his Flying Circusmates would call 
“the choir invisible.” Chapman’s fellow 
Pythons Gilliam and Terry Jones co-di- 
rected this hilarious sendup of the Ar- 
thurian legends, which hasn't lost a 


howl since its release almost 20 years. 


ago. Unfortunately, this long-overdue 
disc doesn’t do the film justice at all. 
Quite out of character for Criterion, the 
print is scratchy and uneven. The jacket 
claims the disc was produced from “the 
best element available at the time of the 
transfer.” If this is true, we hope the film 
will be eventually restored and that sub- 
sequent pressings will be more up to this 
company’s usual exacting standards.

Hunts are what the frantic, any- 
thing-goes Warner shorts are full of —as 
well as chases, literate gags, puns (an ax- 
wielding villain says to Bugs that he in- 
sists on “splitting hares”) and slapstick 
violence. The six-minute cartoons were 
an ode to anarchy that competitors of- 
ten imitated but rarely equaled. These 
three discs, part of a new collection of 
six, come mostly from the ’50s and ’60s 
(with a pair of 1980s revival pieces), and 
they are mostly terrific, with a wit that is 
as sharp as the colors. 

After Dark and Assorted Nuts (show- 
casing such lesser characters as the day- 
dreaming Ralph Phillips and bulldog 
Marc Antony) have their moments, but 
the standouts are all on Curtain Calls. 
These mostly feature Bugs Bunny, the 
smart-aleck rabbit who was the studio’s 
biggest star and a master of puncturing 
pomposity. Among the best are the bril- 
liant parodies, “The Rabbit of Seville” 
and “What's Opera, Doc?” in which 
Elmer and Bugs replay their endless 
struggle as characters from Wagner’s

The disc also includes the wonderful

Evening,” which some consider the per- 
fect cartoon. It’s a Twilight Zone-style 
tale about a singing frog whose timing is 
all wrong — something you could never 
say about any of the loony toons who 
lived at Warners.

Video collectors who picked up Pi- 
nocchio on its last release in 1986 may 
feel a little cheated when they see the 
new version of the Walt Disney classic. 
Thanks to a frame-by-frame restoration, 
the colors are richer and the sound (now 
in stereo, via a soundalike process) is 
crisper. But the story —about the wood- 
en puppet who wants to be a boy—is as 
charming as ever. 

Pinocchio, Disney’s feature film fol- 
low-up to Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs, was based on the tales of Carlo 
Collodi. Besides winning two Academy 
Awards (for the lyrical score and the 
song “When You Wish Upon a Star”), 
the cartoon served as the inspiration for 
such later efforts as Beauty and the Beast 
and Aladdin. 

The picture is a remarkable techni- 
cal feat, involving more than 750 artists, 
80 musicians, 1,500 shades of color and 
one million drawings. And the restora- 
tion highlights these efforts beautifully: 
Where the original video version seems 
washed out, the new one is vibrant and 
alive, with a richness of hue and a clarity 
of sound that make the cartoon charac- 
ters seem as real as people. 

The picaresque saga— about what it 
means to be human —is also helped by 
Cliff Edwards’ delightful turn as Jiminy 
Cricket, some bouncy tunes (“Hi Diddle 
Dee” and “I’ve Got No Strings”) and a 
truly terrifying sequence on Pleasure Is- 
land, when a bad boy gets his just des- 
serts. Most kids will love it, although the 
heavy-handed moralizing may leave 
some adults longing for the loony anar- 
chy of Donald Duck or Bugs Bunny. 

That aside, collectors should consid- 
er replacing their old Pinocchio with this 
sleeker version. The video, like the pup-

Gangster movies come and go, but 
nothing approaches The Godfather and 
its progeny. Call it a soap opera with 
guns, or an ode to the family, or a para- 
ble about the corruption of American 
innocence, but don’t call it dull. Direc- 
tor Francis Ford Coppola’s mesmerizing 
tale introduced many colorfully complex 
characters, topped by Marlon Brando’s 
Oscar-winning comeback role as Vito 
Corleone, the Don who deals in death, 
yet loves his family above all else. 

Family was what drew Coppola to 
the story, and what made it a resounding 
hit (the first two pictures won multiple 
Oscars). But like Michael Corleone (Al 
Pacino), the son with a conscience who 
tries in vain to flee his heritage, Coppola 
has never been able to escape the long 
shadow of his creation. Eighteen years 
after the first film, he returned with Part 
III, which added nothing that hadn't 
been said before but broadened the can- 
vas of corruption to include the Church 
and Big Business. 

Nonetheless, when taken together 
in this new 9-1/2-hour re-edit, the entire 
tale becomes a brooding meditation on 
the American Dream perverted, as Mi- 
chael pursues wealth, power and respec- 
tability, only to lose his soul in the 
process. The saga has a grand stylistic 
sweep from the well-known montages of 
violence to the intimate moments of 
humor, love and sadness that humanize 
the many nasty characters. 

All of which is a tribute to Coppola’s 
vision, on display in this package’s bonus 
documentary, The Godfather Family, 
which includes unusual screen tests, be- 
hind-the scenes footage and interviews 
with many principals (Coppola reports 
that the studio threatened to hire a vio- 





lence director to punch up the first film).

Films of Mikio Naruse 


Wife! Be Like a Rose!: 1935. BEW. Hi-fi 
mono, subtitled.

At its best, the work of Japanese 
filmmaker Mikio Naruse was considered 
the equal of his contemporaries Yasujiro 
Ozu and Kenji Mizoguchi. And even 
though he made nearly 100 films be- 
tween 1930 and his death in 1967, few 
have been widely seen in the United 
States. This package of three Naruse 
films provides a good introduction to the 
various periods of the director’s long and 
productive career. 

Like Ozu and Mizoguchi, Naruse 
was concerned with intimate themes, 
particularly the role of women in Japa- 
nese society as it began to throw off an- 
cient traditions. His first major success, 
Wife! Be Like a Rose! (1935), juxtaposes a 
modern woman and office worker with 
two of the generation before her. While 
her mother writes poetry bemoaning the 
husband who deserted her, her father’s 
mistress struggles to support him and 
their children while he prospects for 
gold. 

Late Chrysanthemums (1954), an art- 
house hit when it was released in the 
U.S. in 1985, looks at four middle-aged 
geisha making different plans to support 
themselves as they grow old. The same 
problem confronts the protagonist of 
When a Woman Ascends the Stairs (1960), 
a bar hostess approaching the age of 30 
beset by demands from her family. She 
tries to face an uncertain future though 
still haunted by the past. 

Despite their melodrama, Naruse’s 
films fascinate with their clear-eyed real- 
ism and the economy of their visualiza- 


tions. (When a Woman Ascends the Stairs 











may be the most intimate widescreen 
film made, and as such works perfectly 
on letterboxed video.) Also available is 
the three-reel short Flunky, Work Hard, 
Naruse’s oldest surviving film. —MF

The good news: Children’s video, 
and the marketplace which supports it, 
has grown so that parents can now 
choose from a surfeit of quality tapes. 
The bad news: Innovators who ad- 
vanced the field beyond Saturday morn- 
ing cartoon retreads face tougher com- 
petition. Case in point: Shelley Duvall. 

Her Faerie Tale Theatre series, live- 
action stories with hip scripts and all- 
star casts, was a milestone in quality kid- 
vid. Her new animated series, though, 
seems to be running to catch up with 
the trend toward cartoon storytelling by 
celebrity narrators. Her roster is a cast- 
ing agent’s dream: Michael J. Fox, Mar- 
tin Short, John Candy and others, all of 
whom conduct themselves with the re- 
quired high spirits. But the animation is 
bland compared to the subtle classiness 
of the Rabbit Ears line, or the wild in- 
ventiveness of Nickelodeon’s new breed. 
And Duvall herself, who appears in in- 
troductory segments, threatens to be- 
come terminally unctuous in her role as 
modern Mother Goose. 

Don’t get me wrong. These Bedtime 
Stories are fine additions to a well- 
stocked library, but they don’t demand a 
rush to the video store, either. And com- 
ing from the previously magical mind of 
Ms. Duvall, that’s a disappointment.

rect for shake—and usually did a great 
job. It worked smoothly on all axes. 
There was no visible difference between 
normal and stabilized images, and it 
wasn’t fooled by the swinging arm. 

However, it didn’t fare as well in 
hands-on testing. Clark found it dis- 
played a tendency to drift horizontally at 
the end of a pan shot. When he stopped 
moving, the image kept moving for a 
second or two. You'll want to shut the 
stabilizer off before panning. 

The Canon LI 10x lens uses a larger 
prism than the Sony TRI1O1, which 
smooths out the lens’ response. The ex- 
tra weight of the camcorder also helped 
smooth the vibrations of our machine 
and of Clark’s shooting arm. However, 
the bulky prism makes the Canon sys- 
tem a bit sluggish compared to the Sony. 
But this easygoing manner works in its 
favor on the mechanical arm, where it 
placed a close second to the Hitachi. 

Clark liked the Canon system almost 
as much as the Sony. He noticed that, 
like the Hitachi, it tended to drift. The 
weight of the bulky lens bothered him 
greatly, but he considered it a superb sys- 
tem otherwise. 

Overall, we give the nod to the 
Sony. It offers good performance with 
few compromises, and is the only one of 
the systems we’d leave on all the time. 
But we’d rather have any of these than 
do without. Despite their limitations, 
you'll find them useful for many types of 
shots. And if they fail, you can always 
turn them off. Py

Unless your projector was thorough- 
ly set up by a qualified technician at the 
time of installation, any of these settings 
might be out of whack. It takes a techni- 
cian about an hour to properly tune a 
projection set, so if yours was delivered 
without a lengthy, thorough setup, 
you're not getting the quality you paid 
for. If you’re shopping for a rear-screen 
projector, insist that the dealer include.a 
thorough setup on delivery. If you’ve had

responsible for color intensity. It may be 
measured either in a composite video 
signal, as it was for VHS and 8mm tapes, 
or in the separate chrominance signal 
available at an S-video output. 

Luma S/N is similar to the video S/N 
ratio in that it’s a measure of how much 
electronic noise is added in the record- 
ing process, but on the luminance or 
brightness signal, which is separated 
from the chrominance signal in Hi8 and 
S-VHS tapes. The signals are available 
in separated form at the S-video outputs 
used in Hi8 and S-VHS machines. 

Since Hi8 and S-VHS tapes use 
wider bands of the frequency spectrum 
than 8mm and VHS tapes, they can de- 
liver more picture detail. Measuring the 
output loss at 5 MHz is a way of testing 
how well Hi8 and S-VHS tapes do this 
part of their job. The characteristic is a 
measure of the strength of a demodu- 
lated signal equivalent to 400 lines of 
horizontal resolution. It indicates how 
much the tape contributes to the sharp- 
ness of the video image. The higher the 





number, the better the tape’s perfor- 
mance. 

For the S-VHS tapes, we measured 
only the linear audio response since the 
hi-fi response varies negligibly from tape 
to tape. 

Our tests demonstrate that not all 
tapes are created equal, even though 
overall quality has been steadily improv- 
ing. Use our charts and recommenda- 
tions to select a better grade of tape 
than the one you may be using, or to af- 
firm the correctness of your present 
choice. It’s the quickest, simplest step 
you can take to improve the quality and 
consistency of your home videos. :

ventional 8mm camcorder that uses the 
larger, “shoe-style” design. 


TVS AND VCRS 

Widescreen was the big story in 
TVs, but there were other develop- 
ments, notably the spread of closed cap- 
tioning, which will soon be required in 
all TV sets 13 inches and larger. Even 








the sighted should find closed caption- 
ing useful, especially with some manu- 
facturers taking advantage of the 
requirement to add companion features 
like trilingual menu systems, newswire 
access, memory of onscreen memos and 
calendars for events like birthdays. 

Most TV sets were variations of ear- 
lier models with new cabinets. But there 
were some exceptions. Panasonic has 
extended the flattened faceplate of its 
SuperFlat TVs to more models, and 
added the name GAOO, the marketing 
moniker used in Japan. Proton, which 
introduces new models only occasion- 
ally, has two new 27-inch sets, including 
one with PIP, and a sleek 20-incher. 

The talk of the show in VCRs was 
dual-well models. Vista International is 
promising a new entry called the Intel- 
estar this summer, while Go-Video, 
which has had the field to itself in the 
U.S., is expanding its line from one to 
seven, starting with the Horizon 
GV3050, a four-head, hi-fi deck that lets 
users set the two tapes to record sequen- 
tially, yielding four hours at the SP 
speed. 

VCR Plus is being incorporated into 
more models, including some by Sharp,

a new convert, while Panasonic has add- 
ed its Program Director feature and 
Super Quasi Playback of S-VHS tapes to 
all models. Emerson added an intriguing 
new feature to all its VCRs—a head 
maintenance indicator, which flashes 
when head cleaning is recommended. 

For videophiles, the most appealing 
introductions were two Panasonic 
S-VHS VCRs, the $649 PV-S4366 and 
the $1,099 PV-S4380. Both focus on pic- 
ture quality, with noise reduction for 
both chrominance and luminance, and 
new DynAmorphous heads said to im- 
prove video signal-to-noise ratio by 5 
percent. Both carry the Program Direc- 
tor and VCR Plus. The PV-S4380 adds a 
full complement of editing features and 
a digital timebase corrector. 


LASERDISCS 

Pioneer chose CES to debut the la- 
serdisc format’s first major hardware de- 
velopment since side-changing players. 
The company’s new LaserActive system 
plays LDs and CDs like other combi 
players, but also includes a port on the 
bottom left of the front panel that ac- 
cepts three different “control packs” for 
a new range of capabilities. 

The Mega-LD control pack renders 
the player compatible with Sega CDs 
and Genesis cartridges, while the LD- 
ROM pack offers access to TurboGrafx 
CDs and cartridges. Attached to the 
packs are handheld controllers for each 
game system. Additionally, these two 
control packs will allow the use of eight- 
and 12-inch LaserActive software, a new 
multimedia format that will incorporate 
laserdisc’s outstanding full-motion video 
and still-frames. A karaoke pack in- 
stantly transforms the player for those 
sing-along extravaganzas. 

The LaserActive system will be 
available this fall at prices still to be de- 
termined, but Pioneer says the control 
packs will be available separately from 
the basic player for gradual expansion. A 
variety of LaserActive multimedia discs 
will be introduced at the same time.

$699 CDV-870, places special emphasis 
on sound quality.

MULTIMEDIA 

CES insiders started the show talk- 
ing about multimedia thanks to Pi- 
oneer’s LaserActive announcement, but 
the multimedia buzz grew to a fever 
pitch with the news of the 3DO compa- 
ny and its “interactive multiplayer.” 

To be introduced in the fall, the ba- 
sic 3DO system will look a lot like exist- 
ing CD-I and CDTV multimedia 
players. The difference, according to 
3DO CEO Trip Hawkins, will be a new 
level of quality: A 32-bit graphics/ani- 
mation architecture will process images 
50 times faster than existing CD-ROM- 
based systems, animating up to 64 mil- 
lion pixels per second. 3DO claims the 
player will display 16 million colors. 

The size and stature of the compan- 
ies behind 3DO lent a special aura to its 
introduction. Time-Warner, Matsushita, 
AT&T, MCA and Electronic Arts are 
all backing 3DO with their considerable 
resources and clout. This unique part- 
nership of hardware, software and com- 
munications companies could provide 


the means to get the new format off the 


ground and into America’s living 
rooms—3DO hopes to become a world- 
wide standard on the order of VHS. 
The fact that two major Hollywood 
studios — Warner and Universal —are 
owned by companies backing 3DO may 








one day be key to 3DO’s success. At its 
introduction, the system will handle 
full-motion video via add-on hardware. 
If and when the time comes to put mov- 
ies on five-inch discs, 3DO will surely be 
ready. 

Philips declined to exhibit its CD-I 
system on the show floor as it did at last 
summer’s CES in Chicago, but it did an- 
nounce a new CD-] player. Philips has 
simplified internal components to give 
the new CDI220 a much slimmer cabi- 
net than the previous model, the 
CDI910. The price is $699, and the play- 
er should be reaching stores about now. 
Philips will continue to offer a free 
Compton’s Interactive Encyclopedia 
disc to all CD-I purchasers. 


VIDEOGAMES 

Adults have long played a big part in 
the success of videogames, but have 
been largely ignored by game makers. 
The tide seems to be turning—CES of- 
fered several games with new technology 
and more mature premises that may 
bring more post-teens to the field. 

Jaleco introduced the first video- 
game with Dolby Surround sound, King 
Arthur's World, for the Super Nintendo 


‘Entertainment System. Plug an SNES 


into your A/V receiver, and the game 
produces amazingly clear and pro- 
nounced surround effects. 

Nintendo showed Star Fox, the first 
game with FX technology, which puts 
some of the graphics chips into the game 
cartridge itself. This new fighter simula- 
tion game moves much faster than other 
polygon-rendering simulation games 
we've tried. At CES, Nintendo height- 
ened the sound effects by mounting sub- 











woofers in the chairs players sat in, 
making the game literally a kick in the 
pants. 

Sega showed the latest software for 
its new Sega CD system, including discs 
that allow you to assemble your own 
music video with the help of INXS and 
Kris Kross. New “Virtual VCR” discs 
provide random-access, low-resolution 
motion video in a window — the first is a 
collection of Prince videos. The compa- 
ny also showed Virtua Racing, an arcade 
game that uses a 16:9 widescreen moni- 
tor. U.S. Gold took aim at Sega cartridge 
fans with Flashback: The Quest for Identi- 
ty, a sci-fi shoot-’em-up notable for real- 
istic character movement, an effect 
achieved by filming live actors, then 
hand-animating their movements onto 
animation cels. 

The Duo, a newer, more capable 
version of Turbo Technology’s Turbo- 
Grafx-CD platform, is being reposi- 
tioned for adults. It plays all the old 
TurboGrafx cartridges and discs, and 
adds several new games with more gore 
and realism than typical shoot-’em-ups. 
Some of the games even carry warning 
labels. The Duo can be equipped with a 
$70 SCSI interface that allows it to be 
used as a CD-ROM drive with IBM PC, 
Apple Macintosh and Commodore 
Amiga computers. 

Action-movie fans should watch for 
two outstanding SNES games based on 
Alien — Akklaim’s Alien 3, a realistic ren- 
dition of Sigourney Weaver's latest run- 
in with the belly-busters, and Activi- 
sion’s Aliens vs. Predator, which (for 
those who've always wondered) pits the 
creatures from each movie against each 
other.

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Stealth video (& other peace dividends) 








BY JIM BARRY 


There was a genuine example of what 
I'd classify as a “peace dividend” at the 
Consumer Electronics Show in Las 
Vegas this winter. You’ve heard a lot 
about this phenomenon in the months 
since the Berlin Wall crumbled and the 
cold war ended. Now we're beginning to 
see some practical and surprising effects 
as high-tech defense firms apply their 
energies to video-related consumer 
products. 





It’s only logical that electronics is a 
prime area for conversion — you know, 
using cutting-edge technology to deliver 
information and entertainment into 
America’s homes rather than to guide 
smart bombs into Saddam’s smoke- 
stacks. But it’s satisfying to witness the 
transformation. 





Over the years the U.S. electronics 
industry has received more than its 
share of flak—some deserved — say, for 
“losing” its consumer market to offshore 
suppliers. What’s often unsaid is that 
many companies were more than happy 
to cede the low-margin consumer busi- 
ness to whomever from wherever while 
they plied the lucrative defense elec- 
tronics waters, fueled by cold war rheto- 
tic, tax dollars and, occasionally, flat-out 


-wrong assessments of Soviet capabilities. 


It’s been pointed out that while the 
best engineering graduates from Tokyo 
University go to Sony or Toyota, the 
best engineering graduates from MIT or 
Cal Tech go to Raytheon or Hughes Air- 
craft. 

Now this may change. “The U.S. 
builds the best nuclear submarines, the 
best missile systems, the best tanks in 
the world,” noted Frank Myers, then 
chairman of the Electronic Industries 
Association, at last summer’s CES. “But 
this country no longer needs as many 
submarines, missiles or tanks. What we 
do need is a new generation of consumer 
products, like HDTV receivers, digital 
audio receivers, interactive learning and 
educational devices, and assistive de- 
vices for the disabled.” 

As a nation, we better get down to 
it, Myers said, citing federal projections 
that between 500,000 and one million 
private-sector defense jobs will disap- 
pear by 1995. “Unless those jobs can be 
replaced by equally skilled and salaried 
positions in the consumer and commer- 
cial markets,’’ Myers warned, “this 
country’s economic recovery will remain 
lackluster at best.” 

Since Myers made those observa- 
tions, we’ve experienced the stirrings of 
a new world order, a sobering budget 
deficit and a new administration, which 
says it’s committed to converting our 
economy from a defense footing to a re- 
building mode. Can all this also usher in 
a new era of consumer electronics devel- 
opment from U.S.-based companies? I 
believe the answer is yes. 

On a very large scale there are com- 
panies like Hughes, which is investing 





$500 million in DirectTv, a direct- 
broadcast satellite enterprise that will 
use the company’s technological prowess 
to deliver a consumer product it hopes 
will be in millions of American homes 
within a few years’ time. Hughes, of 
course, is already a leading player in the 
commercial satellite business (a previous 
outgrowth of its defense expertise). It 
has also dipped a toe into the consumer 
market with its SRS Sound Retrieval 
System and a co-venture with JVC to 


make liquid-crystal light valve projectors. | 


Other companies large and small are 
using technology developed for flight 
simulators and other aspects of wargam- 
ing to bring to market a new generation 
of virtual-reality software programs. It’s 
the small companies, economists tell us, 
where real job growth emanates, and 
there are many creative, innovative en- 
gineers and scientists at tiny firms seek- 
ing ways to beat high-tech swords into 
electronic plowshares. 

We saw this type of innovative tech- 
nology conversion at CES in a demon- 
stration of Snell Acoustics’ new Con- 
cept VI Hybrid DSP Loudspeaker Sys- 
tem. According to Kevin Voecks, Snell’s 
chief engineer, his new system uses 
stealth technology to redefine the 
boundaries of loudspeaker technology by 
including the acoustics of the listening 
room itself. “Loudspeakers are the weak- 
est link of any actual sound system com- 
ponent, while room acoustics are the 
weakest link in a broader sense,” Voecks 
notes. “The listening room itself remains 
the biggest barrier to accuracy in repro- 
duced sound.” 

Using the spatial formulas that were 
developed to make airplanes disappear 
on radar, the new Snell loudspeakers 
generate mirror-image cancellation sig- 
nals that minimize the negative effects 
of ceiling and wall reflections. 

Snell’s president William Osgood 
sees this as the possible beginning of a 
whole new ballgame. “If we can learn to 
commercialize the wizardry of our de- 
fense industries,” Osgood points out, 
“we can begin to reclaim the consumer 
electronics industry.” re
